Hutchings et al., Davis et al., and Buckman et al., made in the of previous action have 

been obviated. 

The method of treating subject suffering from HIV using compound of formula I, 
namely variously substituted 2-aminopyrimidines particularly those bearing specific a-1, 
a-2, a-3, a-4, a-5, R 1 , R 2 , L, Y, Q groups embraced in the instant claims, were not found 
to be anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. Additionally, prior art 
search in the relevant art area yielded no prior art teaching or suggesting the method of 
use for treating HIV patients using compound of formula I with specific variable 
substituents presently embraced. Therefore, the examiner noted that the claims would 
be in condition for allowance.
